JOHN C. MYERS 


Mr. John C. Myers, who this year is completing his eighth term as Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Rockingham County, has established a remarkable record for 
leadership as a division superintendent. Only three superintendents in the state of 
Virginia have so long a tenure as he. 


Mr. Myers was graduated from Bridgewater College with the B. A. Degree. 
Later he attended the University of Virginia and received his M. A. Degree there. 
Prior to his appointment as superintendent, he taught for one year in a one-room 
school, was a professor at Bridgewater College for eight years and for four years 
was principal of Broadway school. Thus, his service in the field of education ex- 
tends over a period of forty-five years. 


The present system of schools in Rockingham County today is largely the re- 
sult of the vision and leadership that Mr. Myers has given. In 1917 when he was 
first appointed superintendent, there were more than one hundred small schools in 
the county. Today, there are ten accredited high schools and some thirty schools 
with smaller enrollment. The assessed value of the school property has grown 
from $150,000 to $1,115,000. The annual school budget has risen from $150,000 to 
over $800,000 for purposes of operation alone. On the other hand, the number of 
pupils enrolled in the schools has changed little over the past third of a century. 


The staff of the "49 Aurora wishes to recognize the long period of valuable 
service which Mr. Myers has rendered the schools of our County during his 
superintendency.

Across the ages gold has played an important role in the history of man. In 
the arts and crafts which he has developed it has had an enduring part. In the 
establishment of values and worth, gold has always been a symbol of the highest 
and best. 

Few metals have greater intrinsic value than gold. Few materials or objects 
have been more often alluded to in song, poem or story than has gold. Few 
reasons for venture which have lead to the discoveries and explorations of the 
past have been so impelling as that of the search for gold. 

True, on the one hand, gold and all it represents has been the basis for much 
good and for much worthy endeavor. On the other hand, when the “getting of” 
has become an obsession and “desire for” has grown into selfishness and greed, 
gold has become ruinous to the lives of men and women and of nations. Greed for 
a “king Midas” touch will inevitably bring misery and sorrow. Search for the 
pot of gold at the end of the rainbow, all too often, results in nothing less than 
futility of effort and disappointment. The consequences of sitting idly by, waiting 
for one’s ship to come in, too often are privation of wealth and loss of opportunity. 

The “gold rush” to California in 1849 developed into one of the greatest mass 
migrations of population in the history of the world. Discovery of gold at Sutter’s 
Mill spread like wild fire and the thrilling, frenzied days between 1849 and 1850 
when California was admitted to the union, and the subsequent history of that 
state to a place first among the states of the union, were the results of the spirit 
and venture of the time at work in a great enterprise. 

Few, if any, great deposits of gold await discovery today. There are, how- 
ever, undiscovered and unexplored areas of achievement in science, art, music, 
medicine and human relations. These achievements will be realized by those who 
enter into the work of the world with the expectancy of the prospector, the hope 
of the explorer and the spirit of the adventurer. 

A state of confusion and turmoil exists in the world today. Radical theories 
of government are advocated. Propositions of doubtful character are painted with 
gilt edges. Many practices which are engaged in will not stand the acid test of 
true worth. A high sense of value is needed today and the truth expressed in the 
motto of the class of ’49, “All that Glitters is Not Gold,” is worthy of one’s 
serious reflection. :
